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Th is Week in The Garden

Almost ev ery family uses some 
onions. The lik es and diilik es of 
your family should determine to 
a large extent how many onions 
you will need to p lant this spring 
as a p art of your family food re­ 
quirements. 
If you are p articularly fond of 
green onions, you will need to 
mak e heav ier p lantings of sets 
since they will be the ones that 
will produce green onions first. 
Naturally, it tak es more sets to 
produce a supply of onions when 
they are pulled small than if you 
wait until they get larger in size. 
Your best production will be ob­ 
tained by using sets of a good 
v ariety such as Southp ort Yellow 
Globe or White Portugal and using 
onion plants for p roducting green 
onions and bulb onions for sum­ 
mer use. Often Bermudas fit into 
this program quite well, but since 
they are not a good storage onion 
the supply should be limited so 
that most of them will be used 
either fresh or soon after storing. 
If possible use small sets. You 
get more sets planted per row and 
will probably hav e less seedstalk 
formation with the smaller se’s 
than with large sets. Frequently 
the large sets hav e a tendency to 
produce 
seedstalk 
rather 
than 
mak ing the edible typ e of onion we 
p refer when they mature. 
Usually the best results will be 
obtained in the production of stor­ 
age onions if plants of a v ariety 
lik e Southp ort Yellow Globe or 
Sweet Spanish are used. These are 
quite difficult to obtain in some 
cases, but by shopping around you 
should be able to find these or an 
equally good v ariety. Plant onion 
sets early . . . just as soon as 
weather conditions will permit. 
Then mak e a heav y planting o! 
onion plants, of both Bermuda and 


storage v arieties, 
sometime be- \ 
tween the lirst and 15th of April. ! 
You might want to try some j 
hybrid onions this year. The p ro- ! 
duction of this typ e of onion has > 
been dev eloped to the extent that

Some hybrid onions seem to be

and production in this area. If

you hav e an op p ortunity to obtain

be desirable to determ ine as accur­ 
ately as possible which hybrid I 
strain and num ber you hav e p ur- j 
chased and m ak e a record of it for ; 
future reference. If it turns out 
satisfactorily you might want to 
plant the some strain in future 
years. 
Plant the hybrid onions either 
in the same row or in a row be­ 
side your regular onion p lantings 
so that you hav e a direct com p ari­ 
son of its p erform ance under the 
same conditions as the other v ari­ 
ety, or v arieties, you are using. 
When your onions come into 
production use the ones that start 
forming seedstalk s early since they 
usually do not dev elop the best 
type of bulb onion, p articularly 
from the standp oint of production 
or storage qualities. 
Onions should be harv ested after 
they hav e completely m atured of 
their own accord. This is indicated 
by the tops drying out and falling 
ov er. It is not necessary to break 
the tops since they normally dry 
out when the onion reaches full 
maturity. As soon as this hap p ens 
the onion should be dug, cured, 
and stored in a conv enient place. 
Store the onions in a dry place 
that is fairly w arm so they will 
dry out normally. A fter drying, 
they can be stored in cooler tem ­ 
peratures. 
After the onions are harv ested, 
you can use the area again for 
the p roduction of a later garden 
crop.

A flower which should be started 
in a seed box under protection is the 
petunia. 
Though one of the most 
v igorous of garden flowers, with 
amazing productiv eness, its seed 
are so tiny that great care is re­ 
quired to bring a seedling plant 
safely through its infancy. 
Florists hav e dev eloped a method 
by which practically all seed can 
be grown into plants; and while this 
requires a greenhouse for best re­ 
sults, it can be used with much suc­ 
cess in a sunny window of your 
home. The same method can be ap­ 
plied to other plants, where it is im ­ 
portant that a maximum number of 
seeds be grown into plants, without 
loss due to thinning out crowded 
plants. 
Begin by sowing a pack et of seeds 
in a flat. If only one v ariety is sown, 
the seed can be broadcast. If differ­ 
ent v arieties are sown in the same 
box, sow in drills, labeling each 
drill 
A critical time with the petunia 
is the 20 day interv al between sow­ 
ing and germination of the seed. 
During this period the soil must not 
be allowed to dry out, nor should it 
be so wet as to encourage the 
growth of moulds and fungi. 
By 
sowing the seed in a layer of sphag­ 
num moss, placed on top the soil, 
danger of disease will be minimized. 
Germination requires a higher tem ­ 
p erature than does the growth of 
plants. A range between 60 and 70 
degrees is best, and no light is need­ 
ed until the seeds break through the 
soil. 
As soon as this occurs, the box 
should be placed near a sunny win­ 
dow, but nev er on top of a radiator. 
To mak e the plants grow sturdy, a 
night temperature of 50 to 55 de­ 
grees, with 10 degrees higher dur­ 
ing the day, is best. The seedling 
plants will be close together, and 
to sav e them all it is necessary to 
transplant them to other flats, where 
they hav e room to dev elop. 
Transplanting may be done when

they are v ery tiny, and should be 
done as soon as they hav e made the 
second pair of leav es, k nown as 
“true” leav es. Enough flats to tak e 
them all must be prov ided, filled 
with porous soil. The best way is to 
use “plant bands,” which are sub­ 
stitutes for flower pots, placing a 
seeding petunia in the center of 
each band. Another way is to draw' 
lines 2 inches ap art at right angles 
cov ering the surface of each flat, 
and to set a seedling plant at each 
intersection. 
Transplanting an infant plant is a 
matter of seconds. Lift it, roots and 
all, between the finger and a pointed, 
stick , place it in its new home and 
firm the soil about it. Each plant 
will now hav e room to dev elop to 
garden size without being mov ed 
again; but florists often transplant 
them again into pots, to mak e larg­ 
er plants to sell. 
Remember that each time a plant 
is mov ed, it receiv es a set-back ; so 
it tak es longer to grow petunias 
to garden size, if they are trans­ 
planted as described. So start oper­ 
ations early, if you want early flow­ 
ers. Florists may sow petunia seed 
soon after New Year. The amateur 
should start petunias at least two 
week s before other flowers, which 
are to be grown in the hotbed, cold- 
frame or house.
